Dreading the return to his home 


town, Boyle was very nervous Sun- 
day night and slept little. 
He -was 


scarcely able to murmur' the words 
waiving a hearing, in the courtroom at 
Sharon and almost collapsed at the 
station when 500 persons surrounded 
the patrol wagon while he was await- 
ing the arrival of the train for Mercer. 
Last night he .told. the. sheriff he was 
thankful to be back safe in his cell 
again. 


The opinion is spreading among the 


people of this county that Mrs. Boyle, 
will not be prosecuted, but that she 
will very soon be quietly- eliminated 
from the case and be allowed to de- 
part. 
There Is said to be no local 


proof to connect her with, the abduc- 
tion and as she absolutely refuses to 
aid the local officials in the slightest, 
the supposition is that she will soon 
be free.

Taft, it is stated, thinks It is too early 
in the fight to feel called upon to pre- 
sent specific views as to the various 
tariff schedules. 
The broad general 


policy of reducing the tariff on the 
necessities of life—the imports that 
go to help feed and clothe the great 
masses of the people—is the one that 
appeals to the president and the one 
which he is said to fee! hopeful that 
congress will adopt. 


President Tart, it Is said, believes 


that the system 
of taxation to be 


adopted to 
meet 
the growing de- 


ficiency In the treasury should be one 
calculated to cause the least friction. 
It is for hiis reason that be strongly 
favors the inheritance, lax idea. 
The 


collection of such a tax is easy and 
comes from unearned money. 
The 


fact that several of the states have 
gotten ahead of the national govern- 
ment in adopting the idea is the only 
drawback to the scheme. 
The gov- 


ernment's adoption of the principle 
would mean double taxation in some 
states and might cause some friction 
between the 'national and state gov- 
ernments. This is the argument made 
to the proftdent against it. 
j The president does not believe thai 
a stamp tax would be a great burden 
upon the people. 
Such a tax woulo 


be far better, It is declared at the 
White House, than the imposition oi 
such a tax or duty on foodsfuls as 
would cause unrest and anxiety cii 
the part of the general public. 


President Taft has let it be known 


that he approves the Payne bill in 
principle and that he believes more 
schedules in the Dlngley tariff should 
be revised downward than upward—if 
any should go upward at all. His mes- 
sage to congress shows how averse he 
is to imposing his personal views as 
to the tariff upon congress and he in- 
tends to adhere to his policy in this 
-respect. His only utterances to mem- 
bers of congress on the subject have 
been In response to their direct re- 
quests for his views as

President Taft does not share the 


general belief that the senate Is op- 
posed to the principle of a maximum 
and minimum tariff as proposed by the 
Payne bill, and he appears to be con- 
fident of the ultimate outcome.
